Vandenberg, usually conservative 
In his spoken appraisals, turned to 
superlatives in praising the defense 
alliance in a 1,000-word address be- 
fore the United States conference 
of mayors. 


He said at the outset he was re- 
serving his opinion on the adminis- 
tration's plans for military aid to 
Western Europe. The arms program, 
, a separate but closely-linked corol- 
lary of the treaty itself, is expected 
to cost the United States $1,000,000,- 
000 to $1,500,000,000 the first year.

GOP members of the senate foreign 
relations committee, listed the 12 
nations expected to sign the pact as 
Britain, France, Belgium, The Neth- 
erlands, Luxembourg, Italy, Norway, 
Denmark, Iceland, Portugal, and the 
United States and Canada.

Vandenberg quoted the section of 
the pact which declares that "an 
armed attack against one or more of 
them (the signatories) in Europe or 
North America shall be considered 
an attack against them all." 


The section further states that in 
the event of such • ah attack, the 
treaty members will aid the victim 
"by taking forthwith, individually 
and in concert with the other part- 
ies,, such action as it deems neces- 
iary, including the use of armed 
force." 
Vandenberg* continued: 
"I ask you to note that this is not 
an automatic commitment to war. 


"I ask you to note that we reserve 
unto ourselves the option to decide 
precisely what contributions we shall 
make against any such armed at- 
tack by an aggressor. 
There are 
many defensive recourses short of 
war. 


"We are signing no blank check."

President Truman's nomination of 
Louis A. Johnson as the new secre- 
tary of defense won unanimous ap- 
proval of the Senate armed services 
committee today. 


Johnson, a former assistant secre- 
tary of war and a strong fund-rais- 
er for Mr. Truman inv the election 
campaign last fall, was named to 
succeed James V. Forrestal, resigned. 


Chairman Tydings (D-Md) of the 
armed services committee said he 
plans to report the group's approval 
for Senate action without 
delay. 
Quick Senate confirmation is ex- 
pected. 


"The committee requested Johnson 
to furnish in writing a statement 
to the effect that he has divorced 
himself completely from all associ- 
ations of a business nature in which 
the government might have been or 
might be a party," Tydrngs said. 


He said he will make a favorable 
report to the Senate on receipt of 
Johnson's statement.

The perjury bill provides 
that 
contradictory statements made un- 
der oath are sufficient for an in- 
dictment for perjury without show- 
ing whether one statement is false. 


The immunity bill gives courts au- 
thority to grant immunity to wit- 
nesses on testimony which might 
tend to incriminate them. 


Washington, March 22 —(JP)— The 
House foreign affairs committee to- 
night approved continuation of the 
European Recovery Program but it 
trimmed $200.000,000 off the amount 
which may be provided through July 
1, 1950.

Mary Booker, who dawned to be 108 
veers old and a former slave, died to- 
day in St. Joseph's hospital where 
slic had been a patient for more 
than four years. 


Mrs. Booker, a negress, listed the 
date of her birth as May 6, 1840. 
She claimed to have been 21 and a 
slave when the Civil war began. 
She was born in Virginia and form- 
erly lived in Richmond. 


She has no known survivors. 


Defying J. L. Lewis, 
Senate Okays Boyd

Washington, March 22—(/P)—De- 
fying John L. Lewis' opposition, the 
Senate tonight confirmed Dr. James 
Bcyd as director of the Bureau of 
Mines. 


The vote was 50 to 11. 
. It was partly in protest ngajnst 
appointment by President Truman, 
that Lewis Last week called more 
than 425 000 miners out of the pits 
for two weeks. That action resulted 
in the shut down of practically all 
mines east of the Mississippi, with 
the subsequent lay-off of over 70,000 
railway workers.

United Mine Workers. On the first 
day of the walkout March 14, the 
Senate Interior committee voted 10 
to 1 for confirming Eoyd. 


Bcyd was first nominated for the 
federal job two years ago but the 
80th congress did not act on the ap- 
pointment.

the cause of death. 


Nathan Kinnally, assistant state's 
attorney, said the 17-year-old girl 
told him she saw Mrs. Danks in bed 
at the Janes home at 2:30 p.m. Feb. 
16. The girl, whose name was with- 
held,^was quoted as saying she also 
had undergone an operation at the 
Janes home. 


Kinnally said Mrs. Janes, in a 
statement last Thursday, told him 
Mrs. Danks had left her home Feb. 
14, two days before she was found 
dead. Mrs. Janes has been held for 
the grand jury and may not 'be 
questioned further, he said.

3 Bills To Outlaw 
Communism Pass 
Illinois Senate 


Springfield, 111., March 22— 
Three bills designed to outlaw com- 
munism in Illinois were approved 
today by the State Senate and sent 
to the House. 


However, the Senate refused to 
pass a fourth bill which would make 
it mandatory for organizations of 
20 or more members that require a 
secret oath to file a roster of mem- 
bership with the secretary of state. 


The Broyles' anti-communist bills 
were drawn up by a legislative com- 
mission which 
investigated 
sedi- 
tious activities in Illinois for 18 
months. 


The main bill would ouRaw the 
communist party in the state. Any- 
one belonging to a communist or- 
ganization would be guiity 
of 
a 
felony and subject to one to five 
years in prison. 


The others would require loyalty 
oaths from teachers and all other 
public employes and bar any mem- 
ber of a subversive group from hold- 
ing public office. 


All were drafted by a 1947 legis- 
lative commission wlïich investigat- 
ed seditious activities. 


The bills were strongly backed by 
the American Legion.

The controversy centers around a 
bill by Rep. Rankin (D-Miss.> tc 
give veterans of both World Wars 
$90 a month when they reach age 
65, regardless of need or disability. 
Under his measure the only eligibil- 
ity requirement would be 90 days 
service in either of the two World 
Wars and a discharge other than 
dishonorable. 


The administration opposes the 
Rankin bill which it says would cost 
$125,000,000,000 in the first 50 years,

FORECASTS SHOULD BE RESPECTED 


The deaths and experiences of hardship in the recent 
severe blizzard over Colorado, Wyoming and Nebraska 
should help to jolt the country into making better use of 
weather forecasting. This bhzzard was predictable, and 
had been predicted. Yet most of the death, injury and 
suffering fell to the lot of travelers or occurred because 
of them. The victims of storm were largely the travelers 
themselves, those who tried to rescue them, and those who 
shared the hardships of stranded groups in isolated spots. 


Aln^pst everyone kno\vs that an automobile is usually 
helpless on country roads in blizzard conditions, yet 
hundreds of motorists attempted to drive tnrough the 
blizzard. The same thing happens in every blizzard. 
Whether the fault is in dissemination of weather forecasts, 
or control of highway traffic, or education of individuals, 
it should be found and corrected. 


Nor is it confined to winter storms. Torrential rains, 
floods and violent windstorms take their toll at other 
times of the year among persons who should have been in 
shelter, but were not. 
' 


Weather forecasting has become a highly accurate 
science. Some way should be found to put it to work so as 
to clear highways of traffic ahead of a storm which is 
likely to make them impassable.
